Thi' I'ouilcni'H-d woman slejit liltli- ilin iii); 
tiic tiifrlit. Slu' (lid not rutire until niiclni;;lit, 
and then she refused to undi-oss, wiyinj; it was 
harilly worth while, as she ex]«'( t*vl to j^et 
little sleep. When she diil slis'p her inutt*'r- 
in<;s in<liiat«il acute mental t-oituie. At 
short intervals ilurin)^ the balance of tlie 
nij^ht Mrs. Druse wo\iM jump up an. I ner 
vously lesunie her writinj;. Shi' wrote let- 
ters to hei' fnciiils, anil a;i|H'iirivl t.i llnil n>- 
lief in the <K cupation. Some llow. i-s acc'oni- 
jmnyiliK a li'tter from her ilau„'liter .Mary, 
who IS l onllniHl in the Hyracu'K- I'enitenti^iry 
for lile, wlii 'h were V)rou;;ht to hei- liust 
lii^lit. s»H'iiie.l toalfts't her deeply. She wrot^- 
a toncliinfj note to her dau.;ht«T in rej)ly. 
At times slie wept ijuietly, partifularly « hen 
writin<; to Mnry. 

Him Ix-anuK, iiowever, as a wholx. was res- 
olute, and her nwif^ation Ut the iuevitahie 
ai)jM<iireil to inereaxe oa the ni^jht wore on. 
Her fear of iipproachinj; death was nevertlie- 
less made apparent by ix-eOMional exirluma- 
tions of des|>an-. At times during; the niiilit 
the watehei-s Ihouj^ht the un fort una te w<miHU 
liiul found relief in sle<<|), but thvy were f(tn- 
•rally mistaken. And thuH the ni^lit wore 
on, and the mi.semble woman at tlie hivak ol 
day was litill makinx an efToct to obt^iin a 
little reHt. At la.st, fliiiUuK it won ini|)<>«iil)le 
t<) sleep, she an««, bathed her face, and 
gan making preparatioM for tiM ordeal 
ttiitmgh which she was soon to pBM,

law. Tberp were very few ponons in town 
when tlie day broke, but at an early hour 
teams drawing oonveyanwa tiegau coniing 
in, notwithHtandiiig tha bad oa«(iuti(in of the 
roads and low tb ui ' in oi m te r . The people for 
the moHt |iart, aapedaUy the wotnen, senm^l 
to deeply iiyiuitaAhiie with the cundeinneil

At tlie 
end of the pra.yer both prisoner an ) clergy- 
man arose, when Dr. I^>wuU, gni.sping her 
hand, bode her good-bye, and stupiied iHitaiile 
of the eneloHure, no as not to witiierts the 
hanging.

The crime for which Mrs. Druse was banged 
wa<« the murder of her husband, William, 
Denemfaw 18, 1881, at their home in HerU- 
mer, N, Y. Tjp» family oomisted of 
Mr. and Mrs. DrtHs; the daughter, Mitry, 
ai^iHt iiiiieteeti years; Uie son; Oeoi^, aged 
ten yeai-H, und a nephew, Frank Oatos, aged 
fourteen years. A quarr»1 bad oewiv ' "n 
the morning of the hottidde between hosbMiit 
nnd wife at tlie breakfast table. Mrs. DruM 
left the table, went into ber room and ry 
turneii withaiwcdver. She whispered to 
the Ixiys to go oilt ct Awm, whieh they did, 
leaving heinelf, the daughter Mary and the 
huslwid in tiie rootn. Mary threw a roiie 
ai-ound her f.il hji 's neck while be waa at ttie 
table, and >'es. Druse flred the revolver ont« 
or twiisi at him. wounding him and he fell 
o\ er sidi ways in his cljair, while the mur- 
dere,ss, liein;,' iniable to make the revolver go 
off ajraiii, called to the nephew, Frank, who 
came in till! Iioils<>, together with the boy 
0<'orge. 

Mrs. Dnis«> then gave the ivvoher to the 
nephew, and. under a threat of killing lii'ii. 
comie lel him to fire it ofT two or tlins- 
times. The victim rolled off the ch;iir \\\*)n 
the floor, and then the infuriated woman 
»>iw>il the ax and liit her husband unfile head 
with ^t, he exclaiming: "Uh, Roxy, doir't !"' 
and slie continntxl hitting him on the neck 
until she i hoppi l the heiwl oil". She l lien car 
rii«l the remains iiit<i the parlor, and during 
that day and evening the bmly was cut up 
with an ax and was liurmsl up m the stove. 
Hlie thnvxUined to kill the Ixiys if tln-y lold 
what had oi^cuiTisi, burmsl all her liusband'a 
clothes, and iniwle every elfort to coiieejil the 
crime, causing the ashes in the stove w-here 
the Ixjily had IkmxI burned to Ix' taken n|jand 
thrown a swamp and the revolver and 
ax to U> thrown into a pond, and had tele- 
grams sent t-o friends in other phiees making 
falite auil misleading inquiriea as to her hus- 
band, and comiielled the boys to tell every 
one that her huabaiid had gone away from 
home. Durivg 'hn evening, while Mi-s. Druite 
and Mary were burning the body in the par- 
lor, the two lM>yii wore amusing themMeive.-> 
by playing chettkers in the ailjoiiiiiig room 
whero the murder had Ihsmi cniiimitted, 

Tliat William l)ru,se made his wife mi l 
ohiliiren lead the lives of ilo;;s tli re is no 
maniter of doubt. From his IhivIio ni up he 
waa noted for his ungovernable te:n|H.ir, nnd 
it is generally uouceiled that had the mui der 
not been at.-coiiipuuied by the horrible inut.- 
lation of tbe body, the death pi uulty wt«uid 
never have been imposed.

He swore awful about the tea 
and sugar, and I raised the pistol and shot 
I hit him in the neck and only stunned him.
